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All praise is due to Allah. We praise Him, seek 
His Aid and ask for His Forgiveness. We seek 
Allah's Refuge from the evils of ourselves and 
from the evil of our actions. Whomsoever Allah 
guides none can lead astray, and whomsoever 
Allah leads astray none can guide. I testify that 
none has the right to be worshipped but Allah 
Alone, having no partners, and I testify that 
Muhammad is His Slave and Messenger. 


This is a booklet entitled “Thirty Ways to Enter 
Paradise", in which I have accumulated a number 
of Verses and Sound Ahadith, which deal with the 
deeds that enable a believer to enter paradise, by 
Allah's Will. However, this does not mean that 
any person who fulfils these deeds can secure 
himself a place in Paradise, no matter what faith 
he or she believes in. Paradise is but rewarded to 
the true believers. For example, if an unbeliever or 


a polytheist fulfils some or all of these deeds, it 
will be of no avail to him and will not make him 
or her enter paradise, because Allah 8& says, (and 
indeed it has been revealed to you (O 
Muhammad ë), as it was to those before you: 

“If you join others in worship with Allah, 
surely all your deeds will be in vain, and you 
will certainly be among the losers? (Az-Zumar: 
65). Also, Allah 3& says of the disbelievers, (and 
We shall turn to whatever deeds they 
(disbelievers, polytheists) did, and We shall 
make such deeds as scattered floating particles 
of dust) (Al-Furgaan: 23). 


Therefore, Islam 1s the first condition for the 
acceptance of any deed. 


The second condition is sincerity; for any deed to 
be accepted by Allah 3$, it should be done 
sincerely and for the Cause of Allah 3&. A believer 
should not join any creature with Allah in his/her 
intention to do any deed. The Prophet & said: 
"Allah 8$ does not accept a deed except for that 
which is done entirely for His Cause and through 
which one seeks Allah's Pleasure." '

The third condition for a deed to be accepted 1s by 
following the Prophet ë; therefore, I have only 
relied on the Sound Ahadith of the Prophet &. 


I ask Allah 4 to make this humble work for His 
Sake, and to reward me, as well as my family and 
all Muslims, on the Day when neither wealth nor 
sons will avail any man, except for him who 
brings to Allah a clean heart. If I do right, it is only 
by the Help of Allah, but if I err, it is from Satan 
and myself.

Faith and Good 
Deeds 


Allah makes mention of Faith (Eemaan) in the 
Noble Qur’an as the main reason that leads to 
Paradise, by Allah’s Leave. However, Eemaan is 
always accompanied by good deeds; therefore, 
whenever Eemaan is mentioned in the Qur’an, it is 
associated with good deeds, as the main action 
_ that leads to Paradise. There are many ways to do 
good deeds and to earn rewards for them, which 
only Allah 3& knows of. Allah 4% says:

(Those who believe and do righteous deeds, 
they are dwellers of Paradise, they will dwell 
therein forever) (Al-Baqarah: 82). 


There are many Verses and Ahadith, which talk 
about Eemaan and good deeds as being the reason 
for entering Paradise, such as: Surat al-Baqarah: 
verses 25 and 82; Surat Luqmaan: verse 8; Surat 
al-Kahf: verse 107; Surat al-Hajj: verses 14, 23 
and 56; Surat al-Fat'h: verse 5; Surat al-Hadid: 
verses 12 and 21; Surat at-Taghabun: verse 9; 
Surat at-Talaaq: verse 11; Surat al-Buruj: verse 
11; Surat al-Bayyinah: verse 7; Surat al- 
Mu'minun: verses 1 and 11 and Surat al-Ankabut: 
verse 57. 


The Third Way 
Piety (Taqwa ) 


Taqwa' is to fear Allah, abide by His Book (the 
Qur'an), be content with little and be prepared for 
death. Tagwa' is also defined as: the obedience of 
Allah 3$ through His Light (the Qur'an and 
Sunnah of His Prophet &), seeking His Reward, 
abandoning unlawful deeds and fearing His 
Punishment.
